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BERRY BOXES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, May 14.—I would like to ask, through 
Tux Tann, why peddiers and others are al- 
lowed to swindle people by dumping ana refilling 
quart boxes of berries, making two boxes out of 
one, and selling as ful) boxes. To-day I witnessed 
the operation, practiced by some peddlers who 
were feeding their horses in front of my place of 
business. First they would dump out a box into a 
vessel, shake it up, pick out a handful of large 
berries, and then refill, but making two boxes out 
of one, and then carefully, lest they press them 
down, replace the large berries on top. This thing 
was carrried on until they had a good supply of 
quart boxes at 10 cents a box. This is not con- 
fined to peddlers alone, as I have abundant proof 
to the contrary. This morning a weil-known 
grocer was seen to carry a large number of — od 
strawberry boxes that bad been picked up on bis 
travels to his store. For what purpose? That 
same man sells two cents less than his neighbors. 
1 have bought verries of him, and know that I did 
not getafullbox. This is defrauding the con- 
sumer, and injuring dealers that are doing an 
honest business. Short weight and measure is one of 
the things that should ve looked after. People 
have no idea how they are being swindled every 
day in the week. They think they are buying 
cheap because they pay a few cents less than the 
reputable dealer asks, but nine times outof ten 
they are paying full as much if not more, Itis 
— a common practice that men who are sup- 
posed to oe ubove such things on account uf their 
respectable showing, liberal advertising. etc., are 
the ones that draw trade, for very few peopie 
weigh their goods at home. Taney do not suspect 
that anything is wrong because they bought goods 
a little under the market! ‘nose who are honest 
themselves rarely suspect dishonesty in others. 
Tax Tune would be doing a grand work if it 
would und out who are the square dealers, and 
promptly ex all who are not to be relied on. 
A few interviews such as your reporter had with 
the bogus advertisers, intelhgence- offices, Path- 
finders, etc., would do a great deal more to make 
men honest than a thousand sermuns, JUSTICE.

THE COAL BUSINESS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Farrsvry, III., May 8.—I have read in your 
paper of the 7thinst. a statement as to wages 
paia for mining coal at Belleville, III. 

By that it appears that the wages there paid are 
only one cent to one anda half cents per bushel, 
out of which they must find their own tools, oil, 
powder for blasting, etc., and also submit to be 
cheated inthe quantity mined being estimated 


10 t 0 per cent less than it really is. The writer 
onc: owued a coat-mine ftefore the War), and 
remembers well that, when wages for ordinary hard 
labor, such us digging, warehouse work, etc., was 
31 per day, we paid usually four cents per 
bushel for mining coal, and that ina good dry 
mine, with a good clear four and a baM foot vein, 


and that was about the usual price throughout the 


State. 

Truly the rapacity of these mine-owners is 
astonishing, and that they are fearfully abusing 
the law of demand and supply,” hire as cheap 
as you can, etc., would appear on the surface to 
be plain enough, and, should trouble arise, at least 
a purt of tue censure should rest upon them. 

But there are other things also to be considered 
in connection with the vast. oversupply of this 
valuable skilled labor for mining coal, which must 
undoubdtediy exist, or these impositions would not 
de possible. 

propose to offer some practical facts, which 
may help to lead us out of the maze of theories— 
empty pee Aimee useless theories—upon waich 
the heart add intellect of the country, as well as 
its mascie, is literally starving. 

Great Britain, itis estimated, mines about 120, - 
000,000 tons of coal per annum, and we about 
20, 000,000 per annum, and wages for mining are 
better there than here. Way is this? Largely de- 
cause her State policies are directed to opening up 
markets for her products throughout the glove, 
and our wretched politics seem to be directed so as 
to assist their industries aud strangle and destroy 
ours. 

I recently sent you an essay in which were ad- 
vocated piain measures, —phvsical measures, —old 
and well approved, and such as even Russia availed 
herself of a long time ago, in order to gain a better 
command over her physical and material resources, 
and add to the welfare, prosperity, and wealth of 
her people, and promote her national power, 
stability. and advancement. 

Recently we have heard a great deal said of the 
prosperity of France, and of ber rapid recovery 
trom the crushing disaster of the Franco-Prussian 
war, and the injuries inflicted on her by the Com- 
munists (and also, be it remembered, by Im- 
perialism). 

But not one syllable has been said of the Suez 
Canal, and the aid it has afforded in the general 
economy of all her industries, commerce, Snance, 
transportation, etc. 

Is it necessary to prove its transcendant yet 
— and gentle influences for good, in enabling 

er to trade with several hundred millions of peo- 
pie on better terms for them and for her than 
would otherwise be possible’ Can it be doubted 
for a moment tliat this has been an element of con- 
sideravle importance to her, and not only to her, 
but to the transatlantic world, and also that it 
has placed us at a corresponding disadvantage?’ 

Can any one doubt for a moment that a canal 
through from the Caribbean Sea into the Pacific 
would benefit all North and South America, and 
enable us to trade with six or eight hundred mill- 
ee of people on better terms n is now possi- 

ey 

The work was discussed more in 1850 than now, 
simply because transatiantic influences were not 
So strong in our politics. finances, and general at- 
fairs then; and also because tne spirit of healthy 
enterprise had not been undermined by bond-eell- 
ing, and hypothecating every conceivaole resource 
we bad or ever could have. in foreign countries. 

Since the discovery of gold in Culifornia seven- 
eiguts of all tne railroads in the world have been 
built. And, astonishing and incredibly extravagant 
as it may seem, almost half of them have been 
built within our borders, and thus have transferred 
our specie to Europe, loaded upon us incredibie 
dedt, aud introduced among us various subtle and 
deadly—but not allogether unknown—elements of 
political and financial mischief, almost beyond the 
puwer of the mind to grasp. 

The cut from the Caribbean Sea into the Pacific 
is entirely practicable by either of three routes, 
and at a cost of perhaps 2 per cent the cost of our 
railways. 

Economy is, of course, a most excellent thing; 
but ie it wrong when the ship is built to forego 
the expense of a compass and quadrant? But why 
name such a work when the canal begun in II- 
nois in 1823 to unite the greatest system of 
rivers witn the greatest system of lakes on earth 
has never been enlarged. and the wrecks and snags 
obstructing the rivers are not removed! 

But let it not be thought that the influences 
leagued to wreck the great ship of America’s in- 
dustrics and welfare are unknown. only are 
they known, but they will be known better and 
better, though a mountain of demagogism, hpyoc- 
risy, and treachery be heaped upon them.

That solid old Roman, Senator Epmunps,

THE GREAT DEMOCRATIC FRAUD. 

The schemers and demagogues have so far 
prevailed as to secure the introduction into 
the House of Representatives of the project 
for an investigation into the Florida and 
Louisiana elections. This is equivalent to 
an announcement that the present Congress 
will concern itself about no further legisla- 
tion, but enter upon a partisan tournament 
in which the prize is to be the majority of 
the next Congress, to be elected the coming 


fall. This is the main p of the pro- 
posed investigation, though it will serve at 
the same time to conceal the incompetence 
of the present Democratic majority, which 
dares not take the responsibility of disposing 
of legislation demanded by the public inter- 
ests. The political balance in Congress 1s 
held by a frail tenure. The Democrats have 
no hope of carrying the strong Republican 
districts, and uo fear of losing the strong 
Democraticdistrictg. The struggle, therefore, 
is solely for the purpose of influencing the elec- 
tions in a score or less of doubtful districts, 
and to this end it is deliberately proposed 
to arouse the most bitter partisan passion, 
to involve the Government in a needless 
expenditure of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, to postpone indefinitely the passage 
of laws that are sorely needed, and to dis- 
turb and alarm the business interests of the 
country. The good sense and conservative 
disposition of the people of this country are 
a warrant for the belief that the party re- 
sponsible for so selfish and unpatriotic a 
scheme will suffer more than it will benefit 
from the results, 
We dismiss the idea that the proposed inves- 
tigation is designed to vitiate President Hayes’ 
title to the Presidential chair, for two rea- 
sons: First, because such a purpose was 
distinctly disclaimed by Mr. Porrer in offer- 
ing the resolutions; and, secondly, because 
the investigation cannot possibly have that 
result. President Hayes’ title rests, not 
upon the frauds that may have been 
committed by either side, but upon a 
law of Congress, constitutionally vested 
with the authority of counting the votes 
and declaring the result. There is no law- 
ful way of disturbing President Hayes in 
the possession of his office except by im- 
peachment. There are several reasons for 
thinking that impeachment is not contem- 
plated. It is not likely that the Southern 
members could have been constrained to ac- 
quiesce in the investigation without an as- 
surance that Haves should not be disturbed. 
The removal of Hares by impeachment and 
conviction would place Vice-President 
Wureer in the President's office, and the 
Southern ple have too much reason to be 
satisfied with President Hayes and his treat- 
ment of ‘the South to risk a change to 
another Republican from whom they can 
scarcely hope so mach generosity. There is 
little doubt that the Conxiine and Born 
crowd, who are really at the bottom of this 
scheme, have incited the investigation as a 
means to the displacement of Hayes, but 
there is just as little doubt that they 
will be disappointed in their treacherous de- 
sign. If impeachment should be tried, it 
would be impossible to prove a guilty con- 
nivauce on the part of Hares with any 
frauds that may have been committed, and 
this would be necessary to his conviction ; 
but there will be no attempt at impeach- 
ment, for the reason given.

If the 
robes of the Democracy were of virgin white, 
there might be some excuse for making a 
public exhibit of the political virtue which 
shuddérs at the very suggestion of fraud, 
and for endeavoring to make it odious by 
exposure. But the Democracy is the histor- 
ical party of fraud in this country. As far 
back as 1844 the State of New York was 
carried for James K. Pozx by the notorious 
frauds committed under the auspices of the 
‘*Subterraneans.” It was in the same cam- 
paign that the Democrats inaugurated the 
corruption of the ballot-box in Louisiana by 
the Piaquemine frauds which gave the State 
to Polk. The State of New York was again 
carried by fraud for Seymour in 1868; and, 
had the issue of the election depended on 
the Electoral vote of that State, Grant 
would have lost the Presidency on account 
of such frauds, These frauds were abun- 
dantly proved up in the LirrLesonn investi- 
gation. It was shown that the Twrrp Judges 
issued naturalization papers to thousands of 
newly-arrived immigrants who were pot 
entitled to them; that other thousands of 
fraudulent votes were cast under the names 
of dead men; that names of Repub- 
licans were used by repeaters’ to 
cast Democratic ballots, and the real voters 
were challenged when they presented them- 
selves on the ground that they had already 
voted; and that Tammany held back ballot- 
boxes till it could be ascertained how many 
more fraudulent votes were necessary in 
order to make sure of carrying the State. It 
is the party responsible for these, and 
similar brazen and wholesale frauds through- 
out the country, that now seeks an advan- 
tage at the nation’s cost by alleging frauds 
against their successful opponents. 
The proposed investigation is to be entire- 
y ex-parte. Though Mr. Porter declared 
he purpose of his resolutions to achieve a 
ull exposure of the frauds committed during 
the late Presidential election, he refused, and 
the solid Democratic majority refused, to ad- 
mit Mr. Harse’s amendment, which would 
widen the scope of the investigation so as to 
include the Democratic as well as the Repub- 
lican frauds in Florida and Louisiana, and 
also add Mississippi and Oregon to the field 
of inquiry. The refusal to extend the inves- 
tigation as demanded by the Republicans is 
tantamount to a confession that the inquiry 
will be partial and prejudicial. The Demo- 
cratic managers must have a poor opin- 
ion of the intelligence of the Awmer- 
ican people if they think that so 
bald a deception cau pass for genuine 
search for truth. Even if the Republicans 
shall succeed in shaming or filibustering the 
Democratic majority into acquiescing in a 
general and comprehensive investigation, 
there will be little hope for a fair and impar- 
tial inquiry. The Democrats will have a 
majority of the Committee, composed of 
such men as Potten, Sprincer, Tucker, 
Hunton, ete., while the Republicans will 
have to content themselves with Bors, 
who isin full sympathy with the Democrats, 
and others whom the Democratic Speaker 
will select with special reference to their ina- 
bility to battle against Democratic chicanery.

CLAIMS AGAINST ILLINOIS. 

There is nothing more aggressive and 
nothing more perilous to public safety and 
even Official integrity than a claim upon 
some public treasury. There are committees 
in Congress at this day to whom are referred 
claims for losses sustained during the Revolu- 
tionary War. One peculiarity of a claim is 
that it never dies. It lives forever and grows 
vigorously. There have been many claims 
against the General Government which were 
paid in full fifty or sixty years ago, which 
being revived have been paid again “ in 
full,” and are yet as unsatisfied as ever. So 
fullof promise is the advocacy of swindling 
claims that many Senators, and ex-Congress- 
men, and Cabinet officers have abandoned 
public life and established themselves at 
Washington to prosecute claims; and the 
Court of Claims and the Claims Commis- 
sions are a greater danger to the country 
than is to be apprehended from all the 
enmity of foreign nations. 

When the Constitution of Illinois was 
adopted, it removed from the Legislature 
the corrupting influences of special legisla- 
tion; but the last Legislature, as if with the 
purpose of making things lively for the 
members and providing for legislation that 
would give future members something sub- 
stantial to deal with, established what they 
called a Commission of Claims” against 
the State of Lllinois, to which every man 
who could imagine himself entitled to money 
from the State was invited to appeal for 
payment. The action of the Legislature on 
this wholesale jobbing operation was re- 
markable. 

On the 27th of April, 1877, the bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. WitperMman in the House, 
and on the 7th of May was ordered to a third 
reading; on the 11th of May the bill was 
passed—yeas 118, nays 0. On the same day 
the bill was read the first time in the Senate ; 
on the l4th it was referred; on the 17th it 
was reported with amendments, which were 
adopted. Senator Haines moved to exclude 
the McAuuster & Sressins claim, which 
motion was rejected, and the bill was at once 
ordered to a third reading. On the 18th the 
bill passed—yeas 38, nays 1. On the same 
day the House concurred in the Senate 
amendments—yeas 94, nays 0. The Govern- 
or, afew days after, approved the bill, and 
it became alaw. It will be seen that the 
members generally voted for the bill, either 
without knowing what it contained, or for 
the purpose of creating a tribunal that 
would lead to a grand system of plunder of 
the State, and to leave to posterity for all 
time to come claims that will grow with age 
and become insatiable in their demand. 

The law provides that one Judge of the 
Supreme Court and two Judges of the Cir- 
cuit Courts to be designated by the Chief 
Justice shall constitute the Claims Commis- 
sion. 
on the second Monday in August, 1878, and 
every two years thereafter. The Commis- 
sion is to hear and determine” all unad- 
justed ctaims of all persons against the State 
of Illinois according to the principles of 
equity aud justice; and if they allow any 
claim shall make an award to the claimants, 
naming him and the amount due, which 
award is to be filed with the Auditor. The 
claims are to be filed in writing, and all the 
evidence is to be in writing, in the way of 
depositions. These papers are to be filed 
three months before the meeting of the 
Commission, and then the Attorney-General 
is to represent the State. He is to obtain 
and file within the three months whatever

counter evidence he can ‘The Aud- 
itor is to report the awards to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. The rejection of a claim is 
to be conclusive against the parties unless 
the Commission otherwise directs, and the 
jurisdiction conferred upon the Commission 
shall be and is hereby declared to be ex- 
clusive.” : 

Under this law there had been filed up to 
the last day allowed, May 13, something like 
sixty claims, asking about $2,750,000, ex- 
clusive of interest. One-half of these claims 
grow out of the contracts for constructing 
the canal, and date back to 1836, 1837, and 
1838. For forty years they have been wait- 
ing for a Legislature like that of 1877 to pass 
just such a law whereby they may get a 
quasi indorsement of their claims. All the 
contractors who have been building asylums, 
and hospitals, and colleges for the State 
during the last twenty years have their 
claims for extras, and the demand for dam- 
ages from the ownersof low lands along the 
Illinois River, because of the dams at Henry 
and Copperas Oreek, will, when all received, 
be equal to a new internal-improvement 
debt greater than that of 1837. At the next 
meeting of the Commission, in August, 1880, 
the claims, in all probability, will reach six 
millions, and in due time will reach twenty 
millions of dollars, and the Lord only knows 
where they will stop. 

The law went into force in July, 1877, and 
the claimants have had ten months in which 
to manufacture evidence, depositions, and 
papers, all taken er-parte, and then with this 
mass of papers, covering sixty claims, ex- 
tending back some of them forty years, the 
Attorney-General is limited to ninety days to 
make answer, examine the claims and evi- 
dence, find witnesses, and take counter 
depositions in all parts of the State. The 
law does not permit delays or extensions of 
time in behalf of the State, because it is 
provided that the Commission shall con- 
tinue their session until the business before 
them shall be disposed of.” 

We believe that the bill as originally intro- 
duced provided that the awards of the Com- 
mission should be paid from the Treasury, 
and that such was the bill as it first passed 
the House. Ia its present form, however, 
it does not so ena:t; the findings of the 
Commission when they make an award are 


| to be presented to the Legislature at its 


next session, and that body will be *‘ lobbied” 
to make an appropriation to pay these 
awards. There is no law compelling the 
Legislature to make these appropriations, 
nor will the award of the Commission carry 
any legal obligation upon the Legislature to 
vote the money ; but the award is intended 
to furnish a cover or pretext for members 
under which they can vote an appropriation 
which they would not dare todo under any 
other circumstances. 

This legislation was extremely ill-advised, 
as well as corrupt in its inception and purpose. 
The provision that when the Commission 
shall reject a claim -that shall be final; is 
absurd. A man cannot be prohibited from 
making a claim. A claim is not a legal 
demand; it is a mere appeal to the discretion 
of the State -to step outside and beyond 
the law, and to give to the claimant that to 
which he has no lawful right or demand. 
This law, therefore, opens the door of the 
State’s charity wide enough to admit of 
claims from the remotest days; it removes 
all law and judicial determinations; it 
authorizes three gentlemen to hear cases of 
supposed hardship, of bad bargains, of un- 
fortunate speculations, of the bad faith of 
partners, and of dishonest and faithless 
superiors and subordinates. The Commis- 
sioners are to hear cases which have no 
legal standing, or merit, or support, and 
sitting as kind and generous men, good 
fellows,” feeling kindly toward all jobbers, 
and having soft spots in their hearts for the 
misfortunes or bad fortunes of others, to 
certify to the Legislature that the State is 
rich and these speculators poor; that, as the 
members are not asked to give away any of 
their own money, but to vote away other 
people’s money, therefore it would be a 
generous and liberal act to vote $3,000,000 
to make these claimants and their lobby- 
lawyers happy. This is what is expected 
of a Commission appointed to hear claims 
outside of the law, and the Legislature is ex- 
pected to vote all the awards. It will re- 
quire only a few years under this law to 
have alist of claims againstthe State that 
will rival that of the Confederates of Mis- 
souri against the United State. The next 
Legislature should begin their session by re- 
pealing the abominable law creating this 
Commission on bogus caims. 
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JAMES TO BE REORGANIZED OUT. 
On the 2d inst. Taz Tripune called atten- 


tion to the inefficiency and irresponsibility 
of the Oustoms Division of the Treasury De- 
partment, and urged upon the Secretary the 
importance of its reorganization, We showed 
that that division is a headless concern, pre- 
sided over by a mere clerk so absolutely with- 
out authority that he may not sign the least 
important document emanating from his di- 
vision of the Department. It seems that 
Secretary Sarrman is about to act in accord- 
ance with the plan suggested by Tun Tarn- 
ung. He proposes to create a Bureau of 
Customs to which all questions affecting the 
modus-operands of assessing and collecting 


the customs revenue will be submitted. The 


Secretary of the Treasury has ample power 
to effect this reorganization. The authority 
is contained in Sec. 249 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, Chapter 2, title, The Secretary of 
the Treasury,” as follows: 


The Secretary of the Treasnry shal) direct the 
superintendence of the collection of the duties on 
imiports and tonnage as he Hat judge best. 


A dispatch states that Mr. H. B. James is 
intriguing to be appointed Ohief of the pro- 
posed Bureau,—that is to say, intriguing to 
retain the control, which he at present holds, 
of the collection of customs revenuss. Un- 
doubtedly one of the objects of the reorgan- 
ization is to get rid of this nuisance without 
kicking him out of the service. One of the 
most to be deplored features of the adminis- 
tration of public affairs on the part of high 
officials in this country is that of morbid 
solicitude for the feelings of subordinates. 
There is an indisposition to promptly 
remove worthless subordinates whose 
inefficiency has been abundantly proven; 
aud, worse, au indisposition to press for the 
punishment of officiais of all grades found 
guilty of actual crimes. Mr. James was 
once removed from the position he at present 
holds on the charge of having willfully de- 
ceived his chief, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, But under a succeeding Secretary he 
erept back into place. Recently he had the 
impudence to possess himself of the private 
personal correspondence of Secretary Suxn- 
Max, and the audacity to publish it far and 
wide throughout the country. In connection 
with that audacious publication he confessed 
to inefficiency by admitting that the customs 
revenue laws are habitually, boldly violated 
in the passage of foreign merchandise 
through the New York Custom-House. In 
purloiaing the letters of his chief and pub- 


lishing their contents he took occasion to in- 


which induced that gentlema n to send in his 
resignation. Of course Mr. Surra’s resigna- 
tion was not accepted. Of course Mr. 
JaMEs was reprimanded; but he ought to 
have been removed for this and the other 
offenses and delinquencies named. The po- 
sition of Secretary Suznman with re- 
gard to Jauss has undoubtedly been a 
very delicate one. James has powerful 
friends among the importing swindlers, 
and they have importuned the Secre- 
tary, in his behalf, in season and ont 
of season. No doubt these importunities 
have contributed to hasten the reorganiza- 
tion proposed. Through the reorganization 
the Secretary can get rid of James without 
positively advertising him as inefficient, if 
not corrupt. 

We do not see that the reorganization of 
the Customs Division necessarily has any di- 
rect connection with the proposition to dis- 
pense with the services of Custom-House 
brokers. Itis, however, perfectly practica- 
ble to accomplish this object, and it is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. We have 
discussed that subject in a previous issue, 


THE ARMY AS INTER-STATE POLICE. 
Mr. Jonx M. Patwer—formerly Governor 


of Illinois, but now editor of a Democratic: 


newspaper at Springfield—has been greatly 
disturbed by Tun Tamow's proposition 
to increase the army by 25,000 men. It 
is not the number of men that distresses him 
so much as the suggested intervention of 
them to protect the property of a State or 
city against Communist attacks. Weare not 
surprised that Mr. Parmer should protest 
against the use of troops for any purpose 
whateveg. We remember that he made a 
similar protest after the Chicago fire, when 
the United States troops assisted the citizens 
in patrolling the streets. He has had the 
State-Sovereignty mania ever since; and, 
though it is highly inconsistent for him to 
hold opinions here which he fought to sup- 
press in the South, we know that, as a con- 
vert to Democratic principles, he long since 
outstripped his teachers in advocating ex- 
treme doctrines. 

MrePatmen’s mind will be relieved and 
restored to a healthy condition if he will re- 
flect upon a few plain constitutional prin- 
ciples. First, he ought to remember that 
the National Government is not a foreign 
power. He seems to be laboring under a 
grave misconception in this respect. He 
seems to think that the Government at 
Washington represents an alien population ; 
that it is supported by the taxes of a people 
hostile or indifferent to American inter- 
ests, and owes its first duty to that other 
people. We assure him that this is not 
the case. The National Government, 
roughly speaking, is supported by the 
people of all the States in proportion to 
population. It belongs to them. It was 
established by them ‘‘to insure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the common de- 
fense, promote the general welfare, and se- 
cure the blessings of liberty” among the 
States. When it neglects any of these duties 
it fails to accomplish the purpose for which 
it was established. It keeps an army simply 
to carry out these fundamental ideas in 
practice. 

Secondly, Mr. Jonx M. Patmer needs to be 
reminded that United States troops cannot 
put their feet on the soil of Illinois for 
State purposes without a requisition from 
the Legislatare, or from the Governor when 
the Legislature is not in session. There is no 


proposition within or without the State that 


troops shall be called in except in the con- 
stitutional manner. We cannot conceive, 
therefore, why Mr. Parmer should feel so 
badly about it. Being a stickler for consti- 
tutional principles, and knowing that the 
President will strictly observe the cohstitu- 
tional provisions, he ought to be glad, rather 
than sorry, to see one of the seldom-used 
clauses of that beneficent instrument in act- 
ive operation. Can it be possible that he, 
able lawyer that he is, has failed to perceive 
the difference between the present circum- 
stances and those which -he had to 
meet after the Chicago fire? The 
troops were at work then with- 
out a requisition from the Governor, 
thinking it no crime against the Constitution 
or the laws of the nation or humanity to 
engage in acts of aid and comfort at such a 
time; but Mr. Patmer will see that they do 
not propose to engage in similar benevolent 
enterprises in the future without observing 
all the formalities presented by law. 

Thirdly, Mr. Patmer ought to be in- 
formed that, when a requisition has- been 
made on the President for troops, in the 
manner prescribed by the Constitution, he 
has no discretion to reject it. Art. 4, Sec. 
IV., of the Constitution reads as follows: 


Sec. 4. The United States shall guarantee to 
every State in this Union @ republican form of 
government; and shall protect each of them 
against invasion; and, on application of the Legis- 
Jature or of the Executive (when the Legislature 
cannot be convened), against domestic violeuce. 


This is very explicit. The language is 
„the United States shall” protect each of 
the States against domestic violence. ‘The 
promise of such protection was one of the 
inducements to the original States to con- 
sent tothe Union. The United States are 
as much bound to preserve it as the States 
are to pay taxes for the support of the Gen- 
eral Government. The President who should 
refuse to recognize and fulfill this obligation, 
when properly called upon to do so, would 
be liable to impeachment. The intimation 
of Mr. Jonx M. Patmen, that the President 
would be encroaching upon State liberties in 
sending troops, under constitutional requisi- 
tion, to protect those liberties, is illogical 
and absurd. 

We regard the army as a police maintained 
by the people of the States for their 
common protection. We will consent to 
call this body of armed and diséip- 
lined men a National Police, or an 
Inter-State Police, or auy other kind of a 
police that Mr. Parmer and his qualmish 
friends will be satisfied with. It ie no more 
disgraceful for the citizens of a State to call 
in the inter-State police for their protection 
than it is for them to confide the ordinary 
duties of arresting murderers, thieves, and 
cther evil-doers to a local police or a Sheriil’s 
posse. Police are maintained because it is 
more convenient and economical to hire 
certain men for these duties than 
for each citizen to discharge them 
for himself. On the same principle, it is 
easier for the States to support an inter- 
State police, to be used in an emergency by 
any of them, than for each to maintain a 


_ separate standing army. The advantages of 


an inter-State police are: That it is adapted 
for service in any part of the Union, and costs 
no more for all the States than for one; that 
it is ready armed and disciplined; and that 
it is not likely to be disaffected by sympathy 
with any local mobs. Noone of the States 
cares to maintain an army, but all would like 


to have the assurance of protection which a 


sufficient force would give. The mere knowl- 
edge that such protection could be had 
would generally be sufficient. If it were 
known that the President could put any-

We want regular troops not 
merely for ordinary army duties, bat as 4 
nucleus for the citizens to fight around in 
caso Communist outbreaks should occur in 
several States at the same time, and as an 
assurance that when the local militia frater- 
nize with noters, as the Pittsburg militia 
did, there will be other’ and better men to 
take their places. In such emergencies it is 
no more subversive of popular liberties for 
the Governor to call on the President for 
troops than to make a requisition on him 
for arms; and Mr. Parmen, or any State- 
Sovereignty apostle, who says it is, only 
shows that he has failed to study the Consti- 


tution which he has undertaken to expound 


and uphold.

The Connty Commissioners have resolved 
that the City of Chicago is not ot Cook Coun- 
ty, and that the county should dispossess the 
city from any occupancy of the Public 
Square. The County Board, therefore, pro- 
poses to buy out the claim of the city. Who 
is to pay the city? The eight Commission- 
ers do not propose to foot the bill them- 
selves; any expenditure for that purpose 
must be paid for by taxation of the city. 
Cook County, with the City of Chicago left 
out, would be a very small corporation. 
The trouble is, the city proposes to build 
the City-Hall at a cost of from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 less than the cost of the county 
half of the building. This is a crime in the 
eyes of the County Board. It is, in the first 
place, a great saving; in the second place, it 
is of itself an exposure of the corruption 
and dishonesty in the contracts and expendi- 
tures of the County Ring, and it will be a 
standing rebuketo any attempt to increase 
the cost of the County Building. For 
these reasons the Commissioners propose to 
exclude the city altogether from the Pablic 
Square. The adoption of the Bedford stone 
by the city isa personal misfortune to the 
Commissioners. When they let the contract 
for the Lemont stone for the County Build- 
ing, it was intended to compel the city to 
use the same stone, and the contractor acted 
upon that expectation in his dealings with 
the Commissioners. The action of the city 
has, however, destroyed all these little ar- 
rangements. The trouble with the Commis- 
sioners is not about the color of the stone, 
but as to the man who shall furnish it. The 
Bedford stone contractor is not within the 
control of the Commissioners, and under no 
obligation to whack up or pay them any- 
thing. 


The Hon. Tuomas Horne, ex-Mayor of Chi- 
cago, and one of the leading Democrats of the 
State, has addressed a letter to ex-Gov.

I have been greatly pleased to learn that you refuse 
to indorse, even by your silence, the ‘‘new de- 
parture of the late Democratic Convention, which 
for the first time in our history affirms a power in 
Congress to make paper credit of the Government 
a legal-tenderin payment of public and vate 
debts. After a life-time of service in the Demo- 
cratic ranks, I had supposed that if there was one 
more cardinal point in our Democratic creed than 
another, it was that Congress, under the Constitu- 
tion, could exercise no power not expressly granted 
by that instrument. Bat this power. which has 
been made so often a subject of political contro-, 
versy, so often disclainied by us, and, on account 
of its importance, so often settied by so many 
triumphs of our statesmen, against the claim that 
such a power exists in the Government; I nad sup- 
posed it so ancient a landmark of identity that no 
Democrat could mistake or fail of its recognition, 
except under the penalty of falling himself outside 
the well-defined pale of tne Democratic brother- 
hood. During every Administration of the Demo- 
cratic party in the past, since the founda- 
tion of the Government, the policy and wisdom of 
this doctrine nave been vindicated. The Adminis- 
tration of ANDREW JACKSON is especially illustri- 
ousin American history, because of the war of 
extermination he waged upon the United States 
Bank. The eloquence of his official utterances 
are prophetic warnings against the danger of trans- 
ferring to any Government agency the exercise of 
such a power over the fortunes of the people as 
that of contracting or expanding at pleasure the 
currency or money standard of the country, b 
which the rise and fali of the prices of silver an 
ali commodities are reguiated. It would be in 
etfect, as the statesmen of that day declared, plac- 
ing under tne control of such an agency the per- 
sonal fortune of every individual citizen. For if 
such an agency can at any moment raise the prices 
of all articles and then depress taem, what is it in 
effect but to place the values of all property, as 
well as labor, ander the control of a Government 
„et- board of brokers? in which chance, caprice, 
or money greed would control the markets, and 
fortunes would be made or lost, as the individuals 
governing the stock- board clique might determine; 
and in some cases, the same as illustrated durin 
the existence of the United States Bank in 1837, 
the whole country would suffer universal bank- 
ruotcy of the commercial and manufacturing 
classes.

He Turns Over a Little---A Full 
Account Promised Satur- 
day. 


An adjourned meeting of the Board of Trustees | 


was held yesterday afternoon. Present—Benneft, 
Green, Wright, Potter, Beck, and Coy. ff 
After a little regular work was througn with, the 
important matter of the presentation of 
THB NEW TREASURER’S BOND 
came up. Mr. Foliansbee came forward, and 
presen ted to the Board his official bond for $250, - 
000, with sureties Charles Follansbee, who is 
worth $1,000,000; Merrill C. Follansbee, $50, 000; 
Maria Outhet, of Park Ridge, worth $250, 000; and 
R. M. Outhet, who is rated by Bradstreet at $35, - 
000. The bond was referred to the Finance 
Committee for their report. During the day the 


Committee had had the bond, and had carefully | 


examined it and its signers, and at once reported 
recommending the approval of the bond, and that 
the Treasurer be requested to furnish an affidavit 
from each of the signers that they signed the 


bond, and that Charles E. Pope be the notary to 
attest the affidavits. Tue report was adopted b 
the Board upon the motion of Mr. Wright. 
statement was made in regard to the value of the 
signers of the bond; and that it was good for 
$500, 000 in any case. The oath of office was then 
Sera to Mr. Follansbee by the Village 
erk. 

The usual communication on the atlas was re- 
ceived, this time taking the form of a letter from 
Handy, Simmons & Co., that the atlas would be 
worthless to them and to the village unless com- 
pleted by G. H. Carlson.

THAT BOND TRANSACTION.

About thirty 
days later another issue was made, and in the ordi- 
nance for the latter isseve 4 clause was inserted 
repealing the former issue. The donde were, 
however, not destroyed, as they should have been, 
but were left in the nandsof Waldron.

THE CITY-HAE 


Interest of the City in the Court- 
House Square. 


Some Early History on That Inter- 
esting Subject. 


During tb et two weeks resolutions have 
been introd in the County Board, —one offer- 
ing to pay the city for the basement which it has 
put in on the Court-House Square, and the other 
claiming that the city bad no right at all on that 
square, and that it ought to pick up its traps and 
march off. The object of these two resolutions is 
It is to throw the construction of the 
west half of the building into the hands of the 
County Ring. A little over a year ago, while the 
city was still in doubt as to what it would do, or 
when it would do it, it was suggested that the 
county should build the west half on the city's ac- 
count and lease it to it until the city was able to 
pay for it. This proposition might have been ac- 
cepted, if it had not been insisted, as one of the 
conditions of the arrangement, that the County 
Board should let the contracts. There was a ring 
in the Council then which wanted to have its fin- 
gers in the letting of the contracts, and it refused. 
The people in the County Board, however, are as 
anxious to do it as they were then, soas to give 
another job to Walker. It is now claimed that the 
county will need both the east and the west half. 
and that it ought to erect and occupy tne entire 
structure. It is claimed that the city has no rights 
on the ground—that it must be made to move off, 
and that then the county will go on and let to 
Walker the contract for building the west half, and 
to Sexton the contract for buildingthe dome. 
Since the point will be raised that the city has no 
legal rights on the Court-House Square, and that 
the county cannot give it any, it is well to see what 

THE EXACT STATUS 
of both parties is. 

In 1851 & contract was made between the city 
and county by which the two contributed in un- 
equal proportions to the erection of a Court- 
House, the city occupying so many rooms and the 
county so many. In 1858 a eupplemental contract 
wae made. Another story was put upon the build- 
ing, which was then divided between the two par- 
ties, the city having eight twenty-firsts and the 
county thirteen twenty-firsta. Matters ran along 
in this way until 1868, when the new wings were 
built, and when the city paid $50, 000 to the county, 
in consideration of which it acquired a full 
half of the old building except the basement, At 
that time—during 1867 and 1868—the question 
was raised that the city had no rights in the prop- 
erty, and the. matter was referred to a special 
committee of the Board of Supervisors. That 
Committee got an opinion on the subject from 
James P. Root, which presents concisely 

THE CASE ON BEHALF OF THE COUNTY. 
That opinion is as follows: 

»The land on which the Court-House in the 
City.of Chicago stands (being Block 39. Original 
Town of Chicago) was granted by the Unifed 
States to the State of IIlinois to aid in the con- 
straction of a canal from Lake Michigan to the 
Mississippi River. 

By an act of the General Assembdly of the 
State of IIlinois, she Canal Commissioners ac- 
guired control of fhese canal lands. 

In 1831 the General mbly passed a law 
which containg the following section: 


Sxc. 12. Sajid Commissioners are autnortzed, if they 
may be of the opinion that it will increase the value of 
lots in any towns iaid on in the canal lands, that have 
or may become seats of Justice, to give a guarantee of 
lots in said town, not exceeding ten acres,.to aid in the 
erection of public buildings; for which donation the 
Governor shall issue his patent as in other cases. —{Pub. 
Laws, 1831, p. 43. 


in Record A,“ page 20, I find a patent nt- 
ed by George Reynolds, dated Nov. 10, 1831, to 
the ‘County Commissioners of the Coun- 
ty of Cook,’ which recites that by deed 


of donation deposited in the office of Sec- 
retary of State. bearing date June 16. 1831, and 
executed by John Houston, Bowling Green, and 
Charles Dann, Commissioner of the II- 
lincis 4 Michigan Canal, the said Com- 
missioner had, pursuant to the provisions 
of an act of the General Assembly of the State of 
Unnois, entitled An act to amend an act to pro- 
vide for the construction of the Lilinois & Michi- 

an Canal,’ approved Feb. 15, 1831, given to the 

‘ounty Commissioners of the County of Cook, and 
their successors in office, to aid said county in the 
erection of public buildings, Block 39 aforesaid, 
with other property. 

This patent, therefore, grants the same to 
said Commissioners and their successors in office, 
for the use and benefit of said county, to have aad 
to hold the same with the appurtenances, to the 
said County Commissioners of Cook County and 
their successors im office forever, to the use and 
for the purpose hereinbefore mentioned, and to 
and for no other use or pur whatever. 

»The law of Illinois in force at the time of this 
grant, on the subject of counties, was passed in 
1827, and was re-enacted in 1845, and continued 
in force until the adoption of the Township * 
ization law in 1851. [See Gale's Statutes, p. . 
R. S., 1845, p. 180. 

By that law [Sec. 1] counties were declared to 
be bodies corporate and politic, could sue and be 
sued, plead and be impleaded. [Sec. 2.] All 
deeds, granis, and conveyances to any county, or 
the inhabitants thereof, orto the Commissioners, 
or County Court, or other person, for the use of 
the county vested in the county in fee simple or 
otherwise. all such right, title, interest, and es- 
tate as the grantor had in the lands conveyed. 
[Sec. 3.) Authorized the County Commussioners’ 
Court to appoint a Commissioner to sell and dis- 
pose of any rea) estate belonging to their county. 

» By Sec. 37, R. 8. 1845, p. 135, the County 
Commissioners’ Court were authorized to lease 
vacant rooms in the Court-House for one year 
only. 

27 By Sec. 88, The said County Commissioners 
shall have the care and custody of said Court- 
Honses, any law or usage tothe contrary not- 
withstanding.’ 

All the above provisions of the statutes of 
1827 and of 1845 are now inforce. [See Statutes of 
Illinois (Scates), page 302. } : 

‘*The Townsdip Organization law of Feb. 17, 
1851 [Session Laws 35], provides that whenever the 
people of a county shall have adopted * township 
organization,’ the Board of Supervisors super- 
sedes the County Commissioners’ Court, and it 
enumerates the powers of the county, and ina 
subsequent article the powers of the Board of Su- 
pervisors.

These are all the statutes that bear upon the 
block in question, or relate to the power of the 
Board of Supervisors, or control of the same.

Mr. Irvin's opinion, the views of lawyers differed 
on this point in 1867.

IRVINGTON COLLEGE. 


Possession of This Property Given to the 
State of Lilinois. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 14.—Itis just dis- 
closed this evening by the Attorney-General 
that, in the case of The People vs. The Irving- 
ton College, the Washington Couuty Circuit 
Court has granted a decree giving possession of 
the Institution to the State. The suit for pos- 
session was instituted by the Attorney-General, 
by direction of the Legislature, and has points 
of interest. The State many years ago received 
from the General Government a donation of two 
townships of lands, conditioned upon the pro- 
ceeds of the same being used for educa- 
tion purposes only, and, hence, the property 
became known as Seminary lands.” In 1861, 
the Legislature granted a charter and donated 
2,800 acres in Iroquois and Cook Counties to an 
Association, or ard, which established the 
Irvington Agricultural College in Washington 
County. With the proceeds of the donated, 
lands, which were sold, 500 acres of land in

DR. N. 8. DAVIS 
was introduced, and spoke of ‘‘Medical and 
Chemical Temperance. He had long been im- 
pressed with the fact that, until a thorough change 
should be wrought in the ideas and expressions of 
those who gave tone to medical matters, there 
would be a barrier to the abolition of alcoholic 
drinks from use for medical purposes. They 
scustomed their children to e idea that 
alcoholic drinks were stimulants. So long as they 
stuck to that theory. — 80 long as it continued fo 
dwell in the minds of the people,—so long would 
there stand an insuperable barrier to the baniseh- 
ment of alcohol from the fireside. When he spoke 
of alcoholic drinks he meant all drinks that con- 
tained alcohol. It was folly to attempt to sepa- 
rate wine and beer from whisky. They were the 
same except that one contained more alcohol than 
the Other. While beer contained 6 to 7 per cent 
of alcohol, whisky contained 40 to 50 per cent. 
It might be said of beer that it contained other 
principles; it was true that the malt juice had a 
smal) amount of anoayne, which was good for the 
system, but the quantity was so small tnat it 
would reouir@three or four large glasses for the 
good to take any effect, while there was enough al- 
cohol in those glasses to counteract all tne good 
effect. Liebig had declared that there was as much 
nutriment in one loaf of bread as in «ix barrele of 

er. Ihe truth regarding beer was there was ad- 
solutely nothing in it except tne alcohol that would 
Induce any one to drink it. Take away the alco- 
hol. and any one would as soon drink dirty dish- 
water. There was nothing in wines except a few 
acids and alcohol, and suostracting the latter, no 
one would ever drink wine. Real science moved 
slowly. Alcehol had grown into nee in society 
long before chemistry had decided what there was 
in wine that gave it its peculiar properties. Peo- 
ple saw that any one taking wine grew buoyant, 
and hence naturally supposed it to be a stimulant. 
It wine were a tonic, why was it that a quantity of 
it caused a person to lose control of his 
faculties and muscles? The earliest chemical 
theory regarding alcohol was that it united with 
the hydrogen in the system and warmed the body. 
But it was soon proved that less carvonic acid gas 
was exhaled than where there was no alcoho! in 
the system. That exploded the theory, but it was 
still held that alcohol warmed the body. Then 
came the thermometer, which, being applied to 


the body of a man intoxicated, showed that the 


temperature of the body was lessened by alcohol 
instead of being heightened. It was found by 
actual experiment that when alcohol was in the 
system it diminished the atomic changes and acted 
asasedative. If molecular changes were entirely 
saspended life would become extinct. Alcohol 
was a constant retarder of life, and 
never even Vivified and stimulated. Dr. Hammond 
bad claimed that the alcohol was useful because it 
retarded the animal waste, and was thus equivalent 
to a stimulant. But even that theory was un- 
founded, forit was one of the conditions of life 
that these atomic changes must continue unre- 
tarded. Now, aman might drink two or three 
giasses of beer a day for twenty years and not die, 
or even appear to bein ill-health, Yet take that 
man and set him at manual labor, and it was then 
seen what drinking had done for him. He had 
gone to fat, and the muscle had softened, and he 
was rendered unable to do any work. The real 
effect of alcohol wae to lessen the sensibility of the 
brain and to render the individual less conscious 
of outward impressions. Hence, a man who 
drank a glass of hot toady in cold weather imayin- 
ed that it warmed him, when, in reality, he was 
only rendered less conscious of the cold, not that 
he was really any lese cold. That wasthe key to 
the whole story of alcohol. It was not a stimulant, 
but an anesthetic, which weakened the percep- 
tion of the cold blast or the hot sun, and thus de- 
ceived the drinkerinto the idea that the alcohol it - 
self counteracted the heat or cold. 

A resolution was passe 1 appointing a committee 
of five to recommend to the Boara of Education the 
introduction into the schools of this city a text- 
book on temperance. 

MES. J. ELLEN FOSTER,

VINCENNES UNIVERSITY. 


Corner-Stone Ceremonies Attending the 
Erection of a New Building for This Ven- 
erable Institution, 

Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 
Vincanwes, Ind., May 14.—A large concourse 
of people assembled here this afternoon to wit- 
dess the ceremony of laying the corner-stone of 
the structure being erected for the use of the 

Vincennes University by the Masonic fraternity. 

The procession embraced representatives from 

nearly all adjacent lodges, thé city officials, the 

City Council, the Faculty and Board of the Uni- 

versity, the Trustees, and pupils from both 

branches of the school, and, headed by a band, 
marched through the principal streets to the 
building where the ceremonies were conducted. 

Orations were delivered by Deputy Grand-Mas- 

ter Thomas R. Austin, thirty-third degree. The 

corner-stone bore the inscription, ** Vin- 
cennes University, founded 1807, erected 

IS.“ The Vincennes University is one of 

the olaest educational landmarks of the West. 

As early as 1785 the subject of common schools 

was agitated. Four years prior to the battle ot 

Tippecanoe the General Assembly of the Ter- 

ritors, William Henry Harrison being its Presi- 

dent, passed an act to incorporate the Vincennes 

University. Sudsequently a Congressional! 

township, containing 20,040 acres of land, was 

dorated, and the charter, among other things, 
provided that the Trustees could at any time 
establish a lottery and raise monev by that 
means. The land donated was in litigation 
nearly thirty years. Parties attempted to law 
it, and the proceeds arising from the 
sale of a portion of it reverted to the State 

University, but in 1871 the. case was decided in 

the Supreme Court of the United States in favor 

of the Vincennes University. Among the orig- 
inal Trustees and President of the First Board 
was Gen. William Henry Harrison, Governor of 


| the State of Indiana, and afterwards President 


of the United States. <A singular incident con- 
nected with the event is the fact that the Ma- 
sonic Lodge conducting the ceremonies was the 
first lodee in Indiana, and chartered the same’ 
year as the University.

A DIVER’S ADVENTURE. 


A HORRIBLE POSITION AND A NARROW ESCAPE. 

rere came very near being a fatal accident at 
the West Side Water-Works, atthe coruer of 
Ashland avenue and T'wenty-second street, yester- 
day afternoon, the happy escape from which 
Charles Reynolds, a diver, particularly rejoices 
over, and his friends are indirectly satisned. 
Three or four nights ago, the managers of the 
works desired to put a new suction pipe into the 
weil, and to accomplish this object the latter had 
to be pumped dry; but tue gate, for 
some reason, could not be shut down. 
Tne services of a Giver were procured to descend 
into the shaft and remove the obstruction, and at 
40 clock yesterday afiernoon Mr. Reynolds eqaip- 

ed himse:f in his submarine togs and went down 
into the shaft, Both engines were working at tae 
time. and in getting too near the inlet or channel 
the diver found himself unable to resist the cur- 
rent of water caused by the suction of the pumps, 
and he was drawn into the channel. With 
great presence of mind, however. be pressed 
his hands against the abutments and braced 
himself against the rush of waters 
with might and main. His situation was most pre- 
carious, as at best he could hold out but u few 
moments, and he had no means of signaling his 
distress to those above. The latter, not bearing or 
secing anything of the diver, fancied that some 
accident had befallen him, and, as thesmall amount 
of air with which he was supplied could last but a 
short time, caused the engines to be stopped, 
when the back water floated him out into a sale 
place in an almost exhausted condition. Still, the 
courageous fellow, nothing daunted, fished about 
and broucht up with bim several pieces of cement, 
which it was presumed obstracted the working of 
the gate. 

Had the pumps continued to work for two or 
three minutes longer, Mr. Keynolds must have re- 
laxed his hold, and in that event he would have 
been drawn from the shaft through the tunuel and 
into the well under the pumps. It is hardly to be 
supposed tnat he would then have made a passage 
through the immense valves bodily, but he would 
have been dashed against tae pumps with terrible 
force, andit would have been buta question of 
time when he would have been distributed through 
the pipes and feeders to customers ail over the 
West Division.
